contractor,'* he conceded on Monday that 
he had never built a school. He also has no 
college degree, though his resume claims 
one. '' 

Stan ley blamed h i s wife for d ie errors 
and said a cometed resume wilt be pre- 
pared this week, if lime permits. 

He blamed other incorrect, informalion 
about his work history on former Chief 
Deputy Supcrinicndcnt Terry L. Haws, 
saying Haws misstated Stanley's back- 
ground in a Jan. 2 press release. Although 
Stanley was present last month when the 
press release was distributed to reponeis, 
he said he had not sem it before Monday. 


Haws said Monday night, ‘Tve never 
hod any knowledge of his background oth- 
er than what 1 was told." 

The January press release claimed Stan- 
ley had '‘undergraduate degrees in foreign 
offaifs," had been an adjunct profess or at 
Northwest Nazarene College, antThad 
taught graduate school at the National War 
College. 

The press release described Stanley, 56, 
os “president and owner of a constniction 
company specializing in school construc- 
tion for 25 years." It also boasted that 
Stanley had helped renovate and remodel 
the White House ond the Notional Air and 
Space Museum. 


Stanley's own resume omitted the White 
House work, but it noted a bachelor’s de- 
gree from George Washington University, 
the adjunct professor position, and a stint 
os “academic research analyst for the Inter- 
Amc rican Defense Col lcRe in Was hington, 
D.C." 

But George^ashington University offi- 
cials said Stanley never finished his studies 
there. A Northwest Nazorene College 
spokeswoman said Stanley has never been 
an adjunct professor at NNC. 

Officials ut the National War College 
could'find no trace of a William Sidney 
Stanley in their files. Monday, Stanley

TWIN FALLS • The City Council on 
Monday paved the way for Twin Falls res- 
idents and tourists to browse through bak- 
eries or book stores along the Snake River 
and Rock Creek canyons. 

The council voted unanimously for a 
new ordinance allowing construction 
along the canyon rims - it had placed on 


interim ban on development a year a_ 

The ordinance covers all property 700 feet 
from the Snake River Canyon and 200 feet 
from Rock Creek Canyon. 

Council member Chris Talkington com*, 
mended the volunteer committee thot de- 
vised the ordinance, 

“It's a good way to control some of the 
excessive areas of growth we ore bound to 
encounter,” he said. “You’ve really helped 
protect and direct our fiiture." 

A wide range of buildings - from homes 
to funeral parlors - would be allowed in 
designated zones. Businesses could only 
"Be opeb'betWceh'T'aTnfritriOTJinr.Tanr"' 
' anyone broadcasting or piping music out- 
side would need a special permit. 

A geologic report bn'safety condidoos 
must accompany all building proposals, 
within 100 feet of the Snake Rjver Canyon' 
cost of 3300 East Road, 50 feet fiom the 
Snake River Canyon from Rock Creek 
Canyon to 3300 East Road, and SO feet 
from Rock Creek Canyon. 

The ordinance includes a number of 
provisions aimed at preserving the 
canyon’s visual impact. For example, the 
moss of any building of more than 3,000*. 
square feet must be broken up by either a^ 
staggered building height; landscaping or ; 
different proportions according to distance i 
from the rim. t' 

The ordinance also forbids any outdoor* 
sales or displays. J 

Council member Jeff Gooding said thet;

100-ton spaceships — the biggest ever to 
converge in space — flew in formation 
37 feet apart Monday in the first U.S.- 
Russion rendezvous in 20 years. 

"Unbelievable,” Discovery's comman- 
der said. 

"Almost like a foiiy talc." Mir’s com- 
mander said. 

It almost didn't happen. Russioh sjuce 
officials gave in at the last minute, al- 
lowing Discovery and its crew of six to 
creep dose despite fears that a leaking 
jet would damage equipment on Mir. 

“We ore bringing our spaceships clos- 
er together. Wc ore bringing our nations 
closer together,” Discovery's comman- 
der, James Wetherbee, said at the mo- 
ment of closest approach in the mission, 
. 0 dress rehearsal for the first shutUe-Mir 
docking in June. 

Station commander Alexander Vik- 
torenko replied that the moment was “al- 
most like 0 fairy ule ...almost too good 
to be true.” 

Later, after it was all over, President 
Clinton called Discovery from the Oval 
Office to congratulote the astronauts. 

The encounter began 245 miles above 
the Pocific Ocean and lasted just 10 min- 
utes, climaxing at 12:20 p.m. MST os 
both spaceships circled Earth at 17,500 
mph. During this time, Discovery stayed 
bnween 44 feet and 37 feet from Mir. 

Spectacular video scenes beamed 
down from Mir showed Discovery 400 
feet away and closing.

Records fall as bitter cold chills East 


The Auodited Pips 

Temperatures fell to record lows Monday from New York 
to South Carolina as a retreating storm system pulled lorrcnis 
of arctic air southward. 

The wind chill hit 104 below zero atop one N6W England 
mountain. 

The storm system was centered over souihcasicm Canada 
after producing the weekend's heavy snowfoll in the mid-At- 
lantic states and New England. 

The storm's counterclockwise circulation kept cold air 
flowing ocross the Great Lakes, producing lake cfTcct snow, 
and all the way to the Southeast. 

Record tows early Monday included 7 below zero at Bing- 
hamton, N.Y.; 4 above zero at Allentown, Pa.; and 2 above 
at Washington. D.C. Farther south, record lows included 10 
at Greensboro, N.C.; 14 at Greenville, S.C.; and 18 at 
Columbia. S.C. Temperatures were in the teens and 20s 
across Georgia, with a low of 6 at Blairevitle, and went into 
the freezing tungc in northern Florida. 


High above northern New Hampshire, the (empeniture 
dropped to 40 below zero ot the weather station atop 6.288- 
foot-high Mount Washington, infamous for severe wcatha, 
and the wind made it feci like 104 below zero. 

The coldest oir at lower elevations was over the north-cen- 
tral part of the nation. The brisk north-to-northwcstcrly wind 
blowing across the Great Lakes picked up moisture to pro- 
duce lake effect snow downwind of the. lakes from Michigan 
to New York. 

Over a fool of snow was reported at Dowagioc ond.Cos- 
sopolis in Lower Michigon, and South Bend, [nd., got 10 
inches. Chardon, Ohio, got 6 inches from dawn to early nf- 
icmoon. 

At the opposite extreme, unseasonably mild weather con- 
tinued over much of the West, from the Pacific to the Rock- 
ies, os high pressure covered the region. 

However, a new Pacifie slorro system was opproaching 
the northern Pacific Coast, producing almost on inch of rain 
along parts of the Wa.shinglon coast The rain was expected 
to spread inland, with snow at higher elevations.

Stanley’s military discharge pa- 
pers indicate he did work for the In;

Monday, Stanley repeated the 
claim to seven years' college expe- 
rience. When pressed for specifics, 
however, he said the information 
may be inaccurate, and he blamed 
the U.S. military for the mistake. 

— While Stanley still heads a corpo*-- 
ration called Functional Systems 
Ltd. Inc., that company only operat- 
ed from 19.73 to 1985. During those 
dozen years, Functional Systems 
sold furniture to schools along the 
East Coast but never built a school, 
occording to Stanley. 

Since 1 985, when he “disbanded” 
(he company. Stanley has been a 
steel company sales manager, a con- 
struction esrimotor, a purchasing 
manager, a real estate agent, an an- 
tique store manager, and, since Jan. 
2, a S40,000-a-ycar state employee. 

Stanley owes that job to Fox and 
to Haws, one of Stanley's high 
school classmates. Haws, who 
served as Fox's campaign manager 


in 1994 and her chief deputy early 
in 1995, was fired lost month. . 

Asked about the questionable 
statements in his resume, Stanley 
had the following explanations; 

• Admitting he has no bachelor's 
degree, Stanley said he canted one 
but never filled out the paperwork 
to officially receive it. 

“Why would I need it'? What 
^ood is a foreign affaira degrcc do- 
ing construction? It .wasn't neces- 
sary - it still isn’t necessary,” Stan- 
ley explained. 

But George Turner, who works in 
the records department of George 
Washington University, said Stan- 
ley left that school after beginning 
his studies, returned briefly on pro- 
bationary status to take one addi- 
tional course, then disappeared. 

Late Mon^y, Stanley said Turn- 
er's account could be trad. 

• Told that Northwest Nazarcnc 
College officiols say he was a part- 
time track coach, not an adjunct col- 
lege professor, Stanley said. "I was 
listed as an adjunct professor for in- 
surance purposes, hospitalization 
and retirement" - even if he never . 
taught a course. 

But two Northwest Nazarcnc Col- 
lege officials said port-time track 
coaches arc not considered adjunct 
professors. 

. < Asked when he helped remodel 
-thc-Whitc Houso.-Stanloy-said it 
was sometime during the Nixon ad- 
ministration. But he said he has no 
photographs, mementos or evidence 
to back that claim. Although he 
claims to have Worked on creating 
the White House press conference 
room, Stanley said photographs in 
that space - where reporters rou-

os an affable furniture salesman but 
said he didn’t know much about 
Stanlcy's.constniction business. 

Prorriising to clear up questions 
about his background, Stanley said 
he will send for his transcripts. But 
he said that information isn’t a big 
issue. “I'm not here as a teacher. 
I’m here os a construction adviser," 
he said. 

But Stanley’s definition of “con- 
struction” may be more expansive 
than the norm. Asked to describe 
the construction work he did at one 
Hagerstown school, Slonlcy talked 
about setting up partitions, furni- 
ture, aits and drafts comers and cab- 
inets. 

‘'Construction is putting some- 
thing together and making some- 
thing out of it." he said. 

Questions about his resume are 
simply semantic games, Stanley in- 
sisted. 

“The numbers, the exact dates, 
the definition of terms is something 
you can report antj I can’t do any- 
thing about.

While Stanley continues to cn^y

For all the talk about reinventing 
gowmment. few — if any — federal 
workers would be laid off if the presi- 
dent’s budget were adopted. 

"We ore trying to do this without fir- 
ing anybody," said Budget Director 
Alice ^UiL The administration hopes 
to reduce 36,000 jobs through attrition, 
she said. 

Of course,the president's budget 
isn’t going to' be adopted. And that’s 
one reason why Rivlin — a unapolo- 
getic deficit hawk from her days as 
head of the Congressional Budget 
Office — was a lone voice within the 
odministratiim for deeper, mote painful 
cuts. 

The prevailing view was one of 
political pragmatism; Why needlessly 
alienate the public, and the quick-to- 
raise-an-outcry interest groups?

To make his budget even more 
palatable, Clinton included modest 
middle-income tax cuts ~ a SSOO 
credit for each child under 13 for fami- 
lies earning up to $75,000 and tax 
deductions for college tuition. 

Even though he abandoned his cam- 
paign pledge of a middle-class tax cut 
in 1993, Clinton on Monday rtcloimed 
it os the new “centerpiece" of his pro- 
gram. h 

Republicans, of course, were quick 
to jump on Clinton for not proposing 
more cuts. 

House Budget Committee Chairman 
John Kasich, R-Ohio, said Clinton 
ducked the “heavy lifting," declaring: 
"This budget lacks courage.”

SIDS death 
shocks parents 

Couple want others to be more 
aware of syndrome’s existence h

JEROME - After two years of trying to 
have a baby, Stacey Tucker and Steve 
Monson were ready for the arrival of their 
son Hunttcr Reckon, who was bom three 
weeks early but seemingly healthy. 

An extremely physically fit 30-ycar-old, 
Tucker read information about parenting. 
The Jerome couple attended birthing class- 
es and watched videotapes. Tucker got 
more pamphlets on topics such as breast 
feeding after (heir son was bom Dec. 1 1 . 

Then, at 6:35 a.m. Jan. 13, Tucker went 
into Huntter’s colorfully renovated room 
and found her newborn son dead, a victim 
of sudden infant death syndrome. Tucker 
hod never heard of or read anything about 
the syndrome, commonly called crib death; 
Monson had heard of “SIDS" but was 
unfamiliar with the term's meaning. 

Now, they want to make sure no other 
Magic Valley parents have the shock of 
losing their babies to thi unexplained syn- 
drome without knowing of its possibility. 

"If you’re aware of it, nt least you can 
say you knew about it," Tucker said. “It’s 
death, and people don’t want to talk about 
death. 

‘‘If it is going to take your baby away 
from you, then it needs to be talked about.” 

Huntter's parents and grandparents, 
Larry and Karen Tucker of jerome and 
Mike and Marie Heath of Buhl, ore setting 


up SIDS Awareness for Magic Valley do 
distribute information and ensure the sub- 
ject is included in birthing classe^. 
Although the family is not blaming anyone, 
they said health-care professionals through- 
out the Magic Valley should make sure 
parents know about SIDS. 

"Maybe they need to be a Httle blunt ~ 
'This is going.to kill your baby,’” Monson 
^id. 

SIDS is the leading cause of death in 
infants between the ages of two weeks and 
a year, ond one in every 500 babies bom ip 
the United States dies from the syndrome, 
according to the American Sudden Infant 
Death Syndrome Institute in Atlanta. ! 

Between 7,000 and 8,000 infants die 
from SIDS every year, according to the 
institute. In 1993, the latest year statistics 
are available, 34 Idaho infants died from 
SIDS, including three in the Magic Volley, 
Please see 8ID8/A6 






TWIN FALLS - Mackenzie Waters was 
17 weeks old when her mother, Shawn Lee 
Waters, found her dead of sudden infant 
death syndrome. 

Memories of that horrible discovery three 
years ago have often occupied (he minds of 
Mackenzie’s mother and father; he is Dr. 
Joseph Waters, a family physician. And 
whcji. their newborn son. Hunter Riley 
Watersi reached that og'e a w'cek ago.'fear 
hit the couple again. 

"As he approached that age, you know, a 
lot of stuff came back," Shawn Lee Waters 
said Monday. "You just relive everything 
again.” 

But Joseph Waters said there is hope for 
couples who have lost children. 

"Life does go on after having a tragedy 
like this," he said while sitting in a bright 
room Shawn Lee Waters decorated, with 
angels and children in memory of 
Mackenzie. “It docs seem that a person has 
(0 grieve for a while before they start new." 

The Waters family, including 8-ycar-old 
Sierra, has gone through a lot in the past 
three years on their way bock to happiness. 
Joseph Waters said that, ot the lime of 
Mackenzie’s death, he thought he would 
never experience joy again. , 

"I didn’t want another boby - I wanted 
Mackenzie,” Joseph Waters said. "That was

The daily dime: Why tax 
relief won’t fed terrific 


So wc’rc Koin g lo get ta x relief - 
S40 miliibn of it. Pardon us if 
don’t clieer loo loudly. 

The Idaho House passed Gov. Phil 
Ban’s tax-relief plan last week, and 
the Senate is hurrying to follow. 
That’s good news. But it’s not great 
news. 

You see. Idaho taxpayers could do 
■better under a difTcrent plan. For ex- 
ample, slate Rep. Mark Stubbs has a 
nifty idea for a salcs-tax rebate. But 
it’s being ignored in the rush to pass 
Ball’s plan. 

Stubbs, R-Twin Falls, derided the 
Ball plan last week as a “dime-a-day 
lax cut.” He's about right. The S40 
million cut will mean maybe $40 for 
an average homeowner, which works 
out to just under 1 1 cents a day. The 
real winners will be corporations with 
big land holdings. 

Stubbs notes another drawback of 
the Ball plan. Under federal tax rules, 
you can deduct property taxes when 
you flic your 1040. That means, if the 
Legislature cuts property taxes, your 
deduction shrinks and yodr federal 
taxes grow. Stubbs figures Uncle 
Sam will grab as much as S8 million 
of Idaho’s S40 million. 

That cuts our dally dime to less 
than 9 cents, 

By comparison, Stubbs’ idea would 
put more of the state’s surplus money 
straight into the pockets of ordinary 
taxpayers. And wc wouldn’t have to 


share it with the feds. 

So why is the Legislature rushing 
headlong toward a noi-vcry-good tax- 
relief plan? Various reasons. 

First, Batt is pushing for property- 
tax relief because he promised voters 
he would. Apparently. hc’s.onc_,of_ 
those odd politicians who thinks 
keeping promises is important. 

Second, the Republicans in the 
Legislature don’t want to embarrass 
the GOP governor by opposing him. 

Also, our leaders are in a hurry to 
pass some kind of tax relief before 
the money bums a hole in their pock- 
ets. They’re afraid that if they leave 
that $40 million lying around the 
Staichousc, they won’t be able to re- 
sist’ spending it. 

Finally - and this is the big reason 
- is the Idaho electorate’s blind faith 
in the malignancy of property faxes. 
Thanks to the relentless carping of 
Ron Rankin, lots of voters have ac- 
cepted the twin notions that (1) prop- 
erty taxes arc the root of all evil; and 
(2) Idaho’s property taxes arc espe- 
cially high. 

Neither notion is true. Neverthe- 
less. Ball’s plan is a juggernaut, and 
Stubbs’ alternative will soon’ follow 
metric conversion into the mau- 
soleum of smart but unpopular ideas. 

Well, so be. it. Any kind of tax re- 
lief is better than none at all. 

Just one word of caution: Don’t 
spend your 9 cents all in one place.

The first involves peer schoolboy part- 
ners, ages 18 and younger, who overage 
about one year older thon their girlfriends. 
These arc the targets of the Eld^rs-Fostcr- 
Planncd Parenthood condom squads and the 
focus of the chastity vs, condoms war. Boys 
in this category accounted for about 13,400 
births among schoolgirls in California in 
1993, only 29 percent of the total. 

In 33.200 binhs among Californio girls 
ages 1 1 - 1 8 (7 1 percent of the total), the fa- 
ther was 0 post-high-schoo) adult man aver- 
aging over 22 years of age - five years older 
than the mother, on average. These adult fa- 
triers who are responsible for nearly three- 
‘fourths of the 40,700 births among senior 
high girls average nearly 23 yeors old. The 
adult men who father half the 5,900 births 
among junior high girls (ages 11-15) aver- 
age 22.1 years of age, six arid a half years 
older than their mothers. In 6,000 births 
among California schoolgirls in 1993, the 
fathers were over oge 25. Also surprising 
was that one-fifth of the births fathered by 
schoolboys (about 3,000) were by adult, 
post-school women. 

As Males notes, this isn't about “children 
having children" or “teen motherhood.". It is 
adult sex with school-age youths. 


For more than 30 years. Planned Parent-: 
hood ond its disciples such os Elders and 
Foster hove targeted elementary school - ’ 
children with their brand of sex education; 
Elders wanted to teach elementary kids ' > 
how to masturbate and use condoms. But « 
in California in 1993, elcmcntory school- 
boys fathered no children. Senior high ■ : 
boys, though, were responsible for 4 1 per-' 
cent of the births and adult men fathered- ' 
more than 50 percent ofbabies bom to * 
girls between ages U and IS. ' • 

Numerous studies, including some by 
Planned Parenthood’s research arm, the . 
Alan Gmtmacher Institute, show that most 
“sexually active” girls under 1 5 arc victims 
of rape by substantiolly older men. Males 
writes it IS a fact that “adolescents reflect 
adult values and behavior.” We arc deceiv- 
ing ourselvcs-whenwcthink we conmoke '■ 
adolescents behave difTerently than the irre- 
sponsible adults who surround them and 
who pump sex into everything from movies 
and television to music and advertising. 

We would be for better off M;orking to re- 
duce the 71 percent figure (posl-high-school 
adult men fathering children with teen-age 
girls) than focusing on the 29 percent figure 
(peer schoolboy partners). 

Foster isn’t really “Elders Lite"; he is El- 
ders reincarnated. Her ideas have been 
proved not to work. His arc just more of the 
same. We deserve a Surgeon General who 
will focus on the real health needs of the 
country, not coiidonc those whose behavior 
is detrimental to our society's well being. 
When is this administration going to get it?

NATO seeks help from Arab countries 

, BRUSSELS. Belgium — NATO chief Willy Claes wam.s help from 
Arab coumrics on Combating Islamic flmdanicmalismr* ~ ' —

U.S. captures boatload of Dominicans 

SAN JUAN. Puerto Rico — Unusually calm seas between the 
Dominican Republic and Puerto Rico have prompted a stream of 
immigrants to set sail oh the back-door route to the United Slates. 

The U.S. Border Patrol captured a wooden boat carrying 77 
Dominicans overnight, but at least one other vessel made it to Puerto 
Rico's west coast, authorities said Monday. 

More than 500 Dominicans have been captured along the route in 
the past three weeks. More than 2,500 have been caught since Oct. J. 

Thousands of people, mostly Dominicans, risk their lives each year 
crossing the 90-miIe-wide Mona Passage separating the Dominican 
Republic from Puerto Rico. 

Iran says ties with U.S. are not enough 

NICOSIA, Cyprus — Iran's economic problems would not be 
solved just by resuming diplomatic tics with the United Stales, Inin's 
foreign minister wa.s quoted as saying in an interview published 
Monday. 

Ali Akbar Velayati told the Iranian newpaper Salaam that "those 
who consider a relationship with the United Slates a panacea are ded- 
niiely making a mistake. 

“We have many examples of countries which had the .same expec- 
tation. but got nowhere,'' he said, citing the former Soviet republics 
by way of example. Iran has been unable to burrow out of economic 
diDIculiies mainly caused by the huge losses of the 1980-88 war with 
Iraq.

Ontario — A 74-year-old woman who ventured 
out of her’home with a four-wheel walker on a snowy, bitter cold 
morning was knocked down by a car and dragged beneath it for a half 
mile, but escaped with scrapes and bruises.

Sunday when an unidentified elderly neighbor backed her car out of 
the building's driveway cn route to church and knocked Bowers 
down, police said. 

Bowers' coat was caught on the undercarriage and she was trapped 
underneath as the car drove just over a half-mile in Southampton, 100 
miles northwest of Toronto, police said.

Stalin’s maneuvers 
set stage for Cold War

President Franklin Roosevelt, 
Prime Minister Winston Churchill 
and Marshal Josef Stalin were work- 
ing their way through a long agendo 
of postwar issues as their <)Ummit 
continued at the Crimean resort of 
Yalta in February, 1945. 

Stalin wanted nothing less than 
Germany's destruction as a major 
power. The Allies had already 
decided (hat Germany was to be 
divided into three zone.s of occupa- 
tion administered by the U.S.. 
England and the Soviet Union. The 
two Western allies also wanted a 
zone for France, but Stalin resisted 
this until the end of the conference, 
when he finally agreed that Britain 
and the U.S, could give part of their 
zones to the French, 

Stalin also wanted Germany dein- 
dustrialized and a S20 billion 
indemnity imposed, of which the 
USSR would gel half. Stalin even 
raised the idea of indenturing two or 
three million German workers to 
labor in the USSR for 1 0 years after 
- the war. 

Roosevelt and Churchill wanted 
to keep Gennany in check, but did 
not want to destroy the German 
. economy to ihe point where it 
could not support itself. It was 
widely held in both Washington 
and London that the disruption of 
the German economy by reparation 
payments after World War I. which 
liad been purl of the French plan to 
prevent the revival of German 
power, had created the conditions 
that opened the door for Adolf 
Hiller and the Nazis. 

They did agree, however, to deny 
to Gennany any industry that could 
be used for military purposes. 

Roosevelt took Stalin's security 
concerns over borders and 
Churchill's concerns about Soviet 
expansion with less seriousness than 
was merited because he had an alter- 
native in mind. RooseveU wanted 
the USSR to join a new United 
Nations organization that would act 
to prevent the outbreak of another 
major war. The U.N. would make 
worries about the balance of power 
and the strengili of alliances obso- 
lete.

As 
Churchill said at Yalta, he could 
"never consent to the fumbling fin- 
gers of forty or fifty nations prying 
into the life's existence of the 
British Empire." But Washington 
and London did not want to block 
open debate or (he ability of smaller 
.states to present grievances for set- 
tlement. The Soviet position had 
been that the veto could be used as a 
procedural tool to prevent issues 
from even being discussed. 

At Yalta, however. Stalin relented 
and accepted that the veto would not 
be used on procedural issues. He 
also dropped Moscow's previous 
demand that all 16 Soviet 
''republics” be admitted as full 
members. He settled for the USSR 
having three votes (Russia. 
Byelorussia and the Ukraine) com- 
pared with one vote for the United 
States. 

( With these concessions, Roosevelt 
believed Stalin had sliown his com- 
mitment to the independence and 
sovereignty of ail nations, and to 
working in friendly concert with the 
West to expand peace and freedom. 

The great weight Roo.scvcll gave 
to these concessions on the U.N. 
reflected his attachment to the con- 
cept. Stalin, on the other hand, gave 
little weight to the U.N.; and could 
thus easily trade concessions on it 
for what he deemed to be far more 

substantial gains elsewhere. 

Stalin's acceptance of Roosevelt's 
U.N, proposal, for example, was 
announced during the talks on 
Poland — which pul Roosevelt in 
the mood to reciprocate and accept 
Stalin's views'ihcre. And during the 
talks on Germany, a reference was 
again made to concc.ssions on the 
U.N. as a way lo advance Soviet 
proposals on reparations. 

Differences over what was con- 
sidered imporiant in the postwar 
world would grow, into a new global 
conflict the Cold War.

Monday amid soaring inflation and skepticism 
about the 1995 Russion budget, the ITAR-Tass 
news agency said. 

I'he report, attributed lo Finance Ministry oftl- 
cial.s. said the talks would resume later this month. 

IMF ofUcials suspect the govcrnmcnt'.s 1995 
budget is based on overly optimistic assump- 
tions about inflation and spending and fear the 
deficit will be much bigger than planned, the 
report said. 

Russia's war in separatist Chechnya and a bud- 
get-busting minimum wage increase approved by 
the lower house of parliament also are fueling 
doubt.s about the government’s anti-inflation pro- 
gram. it said. 

The government says it plans to bring inflation 
down to art average of 3 percent a month. Last yor. 
the average rate was 10 pcTccnl a month. 

But inflation soared in Januaiy lo 17.8 pmcnt, its 
higluisi level in 12 months, ITAR-Tass said.

inmates in (he Auschwitz death camp. 

Police set up a lO-mcmbcr squad to investi- 
gate the attack in Guenzburg. 55 miles west of 
Munich in Bavaria. 

Police said the anti-foreigner leaflets were 
signed by a group calling itself Defense Group 
South, and the attackers ransacked the doctor’s 
files and sprayed SS symbols and a swastika 
before setting the office ablaze. 

At least 30 people have died in neo-Nazi 
violence since 1990.

TTic celebration was held under a plex- 
iglass tent outside George Herman 
Ruth's birthplace, a three-story brick 
rowhouse that lies a long fly ball away 
from Oriole PaA at Camden Yards. The 
rowhouse' opened os a museum in' 1974 
after It was already approved for demoli-

Party goers wore baseball garb bearing 
Yankees and Orioles logos. Ruth played 
for the Orioles only for two months in 
1914', and'ihcn moved to the Boston Red 
Sox and on to the Yankees, where he 
plny^ from 1920 to 1934.

Use finesse when talking to kids about sex

The school bell rings and your kids 
ruslj home and flip on MTV. 

Perhaps, 
but it’s a good bet that many are chan- 
nel surfing in search of the sultry, sexy 
images that accompany the limes, lliat 
means grinding guys, gorgeous gals 
and Madonna adorned in bustiers tiini 
could pass for drilling implements. 

From television and films to comic 
books to computer bulletin boards, 
children of all ages are bombarded 
with -sc.xual themes and images. 

Faced with the ever-increasing 
avenues ofsexual intluence. parents 
must acknowledge that talking about 
sex with their kids today goes far 
beyond the birds and the Ikcs, /\JDS. 
rape, birth control, pornography and 
sexual hara.s.sment are just a smattering 
of subjects th.it Mom and Dad must 
tackle. The trick, say child develop- 
ment experts, is to know whai kids at 
various ages really want to know about 
sex — nnd know how to tell them. 
Your child is the best barometer to 
gauge the best time to bring up ilic sub- 
ject. Let their questions or siaiemenis 
about sexuality be your guide. 

Ideally, before the subject of sox is 


ever broached with your children, it's a 
good idea to have your own discussion 
about morals, values and sexual ethics. 
Parents need to be clear abouMheir 
own conce pts o f sexuality nnd t nor ali- 
iy. to avoid preseniihg' mixed messtigc.s 
to their kids. • 

Although many parents would like 
to spin a sexuality-proof cocoon 
around their children, the reality is that 
it is very ditUcull to shield kids from 
all of the influences dial abound.

Experts say if you want your child to 
have an open and comfortable feeling 
about sc.\, you need to convey tlial atti- 
tude to him or lier. It is also important 
for your older child to understand that 
intercourse is not the only way that 
partners cxprcs.s their sexual feelings 
for ciich other. 

Conversely, telling adolescents 
they’re not emotionally ready or only 
tliink they're in love will likely not 
make much impact. The better taaic is 
to point out the real risks involved with 
.sexual intercourse and highlighting the 
fact that saying no is critical to their 
Iieulth and future, say Laurence 
Steinberg and Ann Levine, audiois of
